“In the past, women, 
particularly in Hollywood, 
could never admit to battling 
any kind of depression,” says 
an industry insider.

postpartum depression, and 


helping other women feel 
less alone by talking about 
their own fight to get healthy 
again.” 

Fellow struggling celebs

“1 really didn’t want to

N BA superstar Lamar Odom, the 
estranged hubby of reality TV diva 
Khloe Kardashian, could have been 
the victim of a sinister murder plot 
when he wound up in a coma after a 
wild rampage at a Nevada brothel. 

That’s the chilling analysis of a top 
investigator who reveals there are many 
“suspicious” things about the 35-year-old 
hoops legend’s shocking collapse at the 
notorious sex den outside 
Sin City. 

And the former L.A. 

Lakers player’s father, 

Joe Odom, insists 
someone forced drugs on 
his son, who he says was 
on the comeback trail 
and cleaning up his act. 

“Somebody drugged 
my son,” declares Joe, 

61. “There’s no way he’s 
down there partying 
crazy like that. No way.” 

And a source reports seeing fresh needle 
tracks on Odom’s arm after the stricken 
millionaire was rushed to the _ _ 
hospital, more proof that 
the jock may have been 
inj ected with a killer drug . 
cocktail. 

Former Chicago cop- 
turned-Hollywood 
private eye Paul 
Huebl tells GLOBE 
lawmen are taking 
the suspicions raised 
by Odom’s dad very 
seriously. 

“Joe was in close 
contact with his son 

and knew he was trying 

to get his NBA career back 
on track,” say Huebl. “He can’t 
accept that his son would go off on a 
bender like this and is certain someone 
forced him to take drugs. 

“Joe believes someone tried to murder his 
son, and he wants answers. The needle marks 
are very suspicious,” notes the investigator. 

“A hospital witness said Lamar’s body was 
covered in needle marks from shooting drugs,” 
says Huebl. “Doctors will know immediately 
whether those are fresh injection tracks. Cops

will investigate this incident as if it’s a 
murder — whether he lives or dies.” 

Nevada officials also reveal they intend to 
put the heat on employees of Dennis Hof’s 
Love Ranch South, where Odom was found, 
if they uncover any evidence of foul play. 

Lawmen vow to charge any hookers or 
staff who obstruct their probe — or provided 
illegal drugs to the 6-foot- 10 basketball 
forward, who married into the Kardashian 
clan in 2009. 
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Lamar's divorce 
from Khloe 
Kardashian

Huebl says investigators will check 
surveillance camera footage, Lamar’s 
credit cards and personal property 
to see if he was robbed. 

The private eye also notes Odom 
ran up a staggering $75,000 bill 
during his wild spree at the 
legal cat house. Huebl asks, 
“How did he run up such a bill? 
Was anyone there supplying 
him with illegal drugs that could have 
caused him to OD?” 

Two Love Ranch prostitutes — Monica 
Monroe and Ryder Cherry — found the stricken 
star in a VIP house on the afternoon of Oct. 13. 

Lamar was foaming at the mouth and had 
“blood coming from him”, says Hof. 

An ambulance took Lamar to Sunrise Hospital 
and Medical Center in Las Vegas. He was in 
critical condition — unconscious, on a ventilator 
and receiving dialysis due to kidney failure. 


Angry and Raging 

Sources say the hoops great showed up at the 
Pahnimp hooker haven on Oct* 10 in a rage 
over the way he was treated on “Keeping Up 
With the Kardashians ” the hit reality show 
starring Khlo^, 3L She stands to inherit 
his $30 million fortune — or control his 
wealth — if he dies or remains unable 
to make his own decisions. Although they 
split in 2013, they’re not yet legally divorced. The 
couple’s tense relationship has been highlighted 
on the reality TV series. 

The episode that triggered Lamar’s rage 
features his phone chats with Khloe. She 
expressed fears he might go off the deep end due 
to the drug-related death of a pal. 

Angry Odom reportedly told a hooker he’d 
taken cocaine — then plunged into a three-day 
orgy of cognac, herbal Viagra pills and high- 
priced sex, claim sources. 

Odom reportedly popped at least 10 of the 
Viagra-like pills during his binge. 

Brothel owner Hof strongly denied any illegal 
substances were used at his joint. But a hospital 
source claims “virtually every drug imaginable 
was found in Odom’s system.” 

Now Huebl says a slew of charges are looming 
in the wake of the tragedy. 

“Before this is over we might see several 
people behind bars, and that’s what Lamar’s dad 
would want,” he says.

DEVASTATED Princes Wil- 
liam and Harry are enraged a 
lock of their beloved mother 
Princess Diana's hair is being 
sold on the online retail site 
Amazon, say insiders. 

"They're absolutely disgust- 
ed that anyone could go so low 
as to make money selling what 
the British Monarchist Society 
has labeled 'essentially a body 
part/ " says a close source. 

The framed hair, which 
comes with a photo, a re- 
production of her signature 
and "several authentication 
papers," is reportedly owned 
by a Mr. G. Vernon and being 
offered for $1,200.

Meanwhile, Diana's sons 
are still trying to solve her 
murder! As GLOBE revealed 
last week, the princes have 
exhumed their mother's body 
and authorized a new au- 
topsy they hope will resolve 
the cover-up surrounding her 
1997 death in a car accident 
in a Paris tunnel. 
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E xplosive new 
evidence about the 
most daring prison 
break in U.S. history, 
memorialized in Clint 
Eastwood’s hit flick “Escape 
from Alcatraz,” reveals two 
of the three convicts survived 
their swim off the remote 
island — and may still be 
alive today! 

For 53 years, prison officials 
and FBI investigators covered 
up the truth and insisted 
bank-robbing brothers John 
and Clarence Anglin and 
their convict pal Frank Morris 
perished in San Francisco Bay. 
The trio tunneled out of their 
cells in the maximum security 
federal pen and plunged into 
the freezing, current-ripped 
waters around Alcatraz. 

But a blockbuster new 
History Channel documentary, 
“Alcatraz: Search for the 
Truth,” reveals the Anglins 
didn’t drown while swimming 
1.2 miles to the California 
mainland in June 1962. In fact, 
the brazen brothers body- 
surfed from the island prison 
to safety — using an electrical 
cord tied behind a ferry boat. 
Once ashore, they eventually 



skipped off to Brazil where 
they became ranchers. 

Their nephew David Widner, 
48, excitedly told filmmakers, 
“We can now prove to the 
world that those boys did 
not drown.” 

Stunning photo revealed 

The nephews also produced 
a stunning photo of the Anglins 
on their Brazilian ranch. 
The image was snapped by a 
family friend in 1975, some 13 
years after the breakout. 

An expert analyzed the 
photo and confirmed it was 
the escapees. 


Retired U.S. Marshall Art 
Roderick, who spent two 
decades searching for the 
brothers, concedes the men 
in the photo are “very likely” 
John and Clarence Anglin. 

But federal officials have 
repeatedly denied the bust- 
out was successful. Lawmen 
proudly boasted The Rock, 
as the prison was dubbed, 
was “escape proof” and no 
convict had ever gotten away 
during the 24 years it housed 
America’s most dangerous 
and notorious outlaws. 

Before The Rock closed 
in 1963, 36 men tried to 


escape. Six were shot, 23 
were captured and the others 
drowned or were presumed 
dead, prison officials claimed. 

But on June 11, 1962, Morris 
and the Anglins vanished from 
their cells. Guards discovered 
the men had put paper mache 
dummies with real human 
hair from the prison barber 
shop in their beds. The men 
slipped through holes chipped 
in the walls and vents to 
reach the roof. 

They hopped on a 
raft fashioned from 52 
inflated raincoats and 
tried to row ashore, 
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The Rock, built ’ 
on an island in 
the middle of San 
Francisco Bay, 
was supposed to 
be escape proof

according to official reports, 
which claimed they drowned 
during the attempt. Nine 
months later, officials 
claimed some bones 
that had washed ashore 
were the Anglins. 

But in 2010, their 
nephews gave the FBI 
a DNA sample from the 
Anglins’ brother Alfred. 

It proved the bones in 
federal custody WERE 
NOT the escapees. 

Family members also claim 
they got cards from the 
brothers three years after their 
escape! 

But the strongest evidence 
comes from Fred Brizzi, a drug 
smuggler and childhood pal

of the Anglins. He gave the 
nephews the startling 1975 
photo, which he says he took 
after running into 
the boys in a Rio de 
Janeiro bar. 

Brizzi claims they 
told him they took 
a 120-foot electrical 
cord later reported 
missing from the 
prison dock, tied it 
to the rudder of a 
midnight ferry, and 
were towed out into the bay 
to a waiting boat. 

“According to tide experts, 
12 a.m. would have been the 
only time they wouldn’t have 
been swept up in the current,” 
says a source. Investigators 
believe Brizzi may have gotten 
the boat and the men to safety. 
The Anglins' nephew 
Ken says the documentary 
proves thebrothers “actually 
did get off that island. 
They actually did 
survive that 
crossing. 

“It’s very 
possible 
they are 
alive 
today.”

As the raging mom was subdued and 
cuffed, she told cops, “Just give me the 
death penalty here and now.”

In 2009, welfare workers branded her 
a “risk” to her kids and advised “mental 
health counseling.”

A LOVESICK woman 

who used the Internet to 
mastermind the murders 
of two Facebook rivals 
claims SHF’s the victim — not 
the couple who was gunned 
down in cold blood! 

Now Jenelle Potter, 34, is 
planning to appeal her life 
sentences for the 2012 slayings 
of Internet enemies Billie Jean 
Hayworth, 23, and Billie’s 
baby daddy Billy Payne, 36. 
The couple was shot dead by 
Potter’s father, Marvin, who 
was pushed into the murder 
thanks to the ugly scheme 
concocted by the Tennessee 
terror and her mom, Barbara, 
prosecutors say. 

Potter insists the slain 
couple were “cyberbullies” 


Potter's dad Marvin (left) and mom Barbara (right) are serv- 
ing two life terms, but beau Jamie Curd (center) cut a deal 


and threatened her life. But 
lawmen say the murder motive 
was jealousy — Potter had 
a crush on Billy and wanted 
him dead after he moved in 
with Billie Jean and they had 
a baby. 

To achieve her evil end, 
prosecutors say Potter 
created a false online 
identity — a CIA agent 
named Chris — with the 
help of her mother, who 
was also convicted for 
the murders. 

Posing as the bogus 
agent. Potter contacted 
her own parents and her 
boyfriend, Jamie Curd, 


expressing fears for her safety 
and claiming she was in danger 
from Payne and his baby mama. 

The slain couple engaged 
in a heated Facebook war of 
words with Potter before their 
murders. But Potter claims, “I 
didn’t hate them. I just disliked 
them. I wanted the harassment 
to stop. I never wished them 
dead.” 

Emails found on the family’s 
computer and shredded 
messages discovered in 
Marvin’s car tell a different 
story, investigators say. 

In a series of electronic 
exchanges with “Chris,” 
Barbara wrote: “We’ve had

Lawmen say Barbara showed 
her overprotective husband 
the messages — and urged 
him to save their daughter. 

With 
the help of Curd, Marvin shot 
Billie Jean as she held her 
seven-month-old son, who 
was unharmed. He then turned 
the gun on Payne. Ultimately, 
Curd confessed his role in the 
killing — cutting a deal for 25 
years in the slammer — while 
fingering Marvin, Jenelle and 
Barbara. 

Says Tennessee Bureau of 
Investigation Special Agent 
Scott Lott: “Barbara and Janelle 
would be called masterminds. 
Janelle kind of spurred it. 
Barbara got it to happen.” 

Jenelle’s lawyer, Cameron 
Hyder, says she “operates on 
the level of an eight- or nine- 
year-old” and couldn’t direct 
such a complex plot.

The two-time Academy Award winner 
has had regular cancer screenings since 
surgeons removed part of her colon more 
than a decade ago after a routine screening 
revealed the presence of polyps. 

According to sources, Barbra has 
been ignoring doctors’ advice to have a 
hysterectomy. 

“Barbra is being told now to undergo the 
hysterectomy, and she’s consulting her 
doctor,” a friend says. “But she’s scared to 
death of going under the knife again, and 
keeps putting off the operation.” 

A life in pieces 

In 2007, sources say Barbra began suffering 
the physical consequences of menopause, 
including hot flashes, night sweats, body 
aches and mood swings. After menopause, 

women face risks 
of breast and 
uterine cancer, as 
well as cancer of 
the cervix. About 
10 percent of 
hysterectomies 
are performed for 
cancer, and the 
rest are done for 
benign conditions. 

Adds the source, 
“Barbra’s being 
told again that she 
ought to have the 
surgery, and it’s a decision she has to make 
soon.” 

The Grammy winner is set to receive a 
prestigious Hollywood award on Dec. 9. She 
also plans to direct a new version of “Gypsy,” 
starring John Travolta and Lady Gaga. 

“Barbra has so much on her plate right 
now, but she’s obviously consulting with 
her husband, James Brolin, about what she 
should do,” says the source. 

James, 75, is working on the new CBS 
sitcom, “Life in Pieces,” adds the source, and 
wasn’t with her when she left the doctor. 

“Now it’s Barbra’s life that’s in pieces — 
but everyone’s pulling for her.”

The heavyweight actor's 
recent pound-shedding 
is his second mammoth 
weight loss in five years. 

In 2010, Goodman, who 
at one point crushed the 
scales at 400 pounds, 
revealed he'd lost 100 
pounds. He packed it back 
on and then dieted again. 

Goodman showed off his 
new, slimmer shape at the 
recent London premiere of 
his new flick, "Trumbo." 

Now his friends fear the 
star, who fans loved as 
Roseanne Barr's TV hubby 
Dan Conner, is playing Rus- 


sian roulette with his 
health! 

"Each wildly dra- 
matic fluctuation of weight 
shortens John's lifespan 
dramatically," says a top 
medical expert on diets. 

"The yo-yo dieting brings 
extremely high risk of 
heart, stroke and kidney 
failure." 

The 63-year-old star also 
has added risks from booz- 
ing, smoking and a family 
history of heart disease. 

His dad, Leslie, died from 
a massive heart attack in 
1954 - at age 36. 

GLOBE reported in June 
Goodman was appar- 
ently using cigarettes as a 
crutch in his latest weight- 
loss cycle. 

A friend says Good- 
man, who also underwent 


gastric-bypass surgery in 
1998, "just looks awful. 

"He goes from one 
extreme to the other - he 
lost the weight way too 
fast." 

A source previously re- 
vealed the star will starve 
himself and then pig out on 
"pizza, chili, French fries, 
eclairs and beer." 

His poor diet has led to 
him developing diabetes. 

Over the years, the 
6-foot-2 actor's weight has 
bounced between a low of 
290 in 1993 to 400 pounds 
in 2000. 

"Now he's around 260," 
says the pal. "You think 
losing weight is good, but 
in John's case it may be 
deadly."

Married Tom's mistress Charlotte 
Laws says she believes the bad 
blood erupted after Engelbert tried 
to seduce her! 

Charlotte, now 55, had a three- 
year affair with Tom in the 70s 
when he and Engelbert were re- 
cording rivals. 

She says she met "Enge," now 
79, when he was performing in 
Las Vegas, across the street from 
Tom's Sin City concert venue. Char- 
lotte was invited to Engelbert's 
private dressing room. 

When she walked in, Charlotte 
recalls, "he stood up, went into 
the center of the room and said, 

'I think I have a problem' - and 


dropped his trousers." She insists 
nothing happened - but Tom is 
still carrying a grudge. 

Best known for hits like 
"What's New Pussycat," Tom, 
now 75, was asked if he'd ever 
patch things up with Engelbert. 

The Welsh-born singer 
snapped, "No. It's as I say, 
once a c***, always a c***!" 
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SEX and drugs and rock 'n' roll were too 
much for Tom Petty for handle, but the 
"Breakdown” singer kept his 
smack addiction 
secret - until now. 

In a new 

book/' Petty: The Biog- 
raphy/' the Heartbreak- 
ers frontman admits he 
got hooked on heroin in 
the 1990s whiie strug- 
giing with a nasty di- 
vorce and the pressure 
of a grueiing tour and 
recording schedule. 

The unauthorized 
biography by Warren 
Zanes reveals Tom started shooting 
dope during his 1996 split from wife 
Jane Benyo because ”he did not 
know what to do with the pain he 
_ was feeling " 

Tom copped to using 
hard drugs for the 
first time after Warren 
promised the "warts- 
and-all" book would 
be a "cautionary tale" 
that would not romanticize 
drug addiction. 

Although Heartbreakers band 
member Howie Epstein died of a heroin 
overdose after a stint in rehab, Tom, now 
64, would only acknowledge at the time 
he smoked pot. The rocker kept his silence, 
the author says, because he didn't want 
young fans to think hard drugs were cool. 


i THE Ramones stunk - literally! 
That's because the punk rock 
band's lead singer, Joey Ramone, 
suffered from chronic body odor 
and NEVER changed his clothes. 

Joey, who died from cancer at 
age 49, suffered from obsessive- 
compulsive disorder (OCD) and finally 
decided "it was easier just to never 
change his clothes" than to "get 
dressed with all his rituals, putting a 
shirt on, taking it off again, hundreds 
of times," says Marky Ramone's wife, 
Marion.

911 for his drug lapses so often opera- 
tors eventually started to recognize 
her voice.

And Johnny, who was claimed by 
cancer at 55, was a racist who beat 
his girlfriends and lived off canned 
sardines because he was "tight," says 
the band's lone survivor, drummer 
Marky, 59, who battled booze.

G uilt-ridden 

funnyman Jim Carrey 
flew to Ireland on 
a private jet in a 
desperate bid to make 
up with the family of his 
tragic ex-girlfriend — who 
he feared blamed him for 
her death! 

Jim, 53, arrived at the 
airport in Dublin at 2 a.m. 
the day of the funeral in a 
Gulf stream V private jet. 

He’d made the 6,000-mile 
trip - at an estimated cost of 
$100,000 - to offer to help carry 
the coffin of tragic Cathriona 
White, 30, who killed herself 
just a few days after Jim 
dumped her. Sources say 
several notes were found at 
the scene of White’s death, 
including one that read: “Jim, 
I love you. Please forgive me. 
I’m not for this world.” 

“Jim was relieved that the 
family reached out to him,” says 
a source close to the Hollywood 
star.

The “Dumb and Dumber” star 
looked distraught as he walked 


behind the motorcade 
carrying the body of his 
ex, who it was reveled was 
married to ANOTHER man 
after her body was found in her 
Sherman Oaks, Calif., home on 
Sept. 28. 

Police also found prescription 
pills next to the young woman’s 
body, some of which were 
reportedly obtained under an 
alias used by Jim. 

Following the funeral 
service, Jim helped members 
of Cathriona’s family carry her 
coffin through the town, and as 
she was laid to rest, he hugged

The 69-year-old actor, who 
played Dr. Frank-N-Furter in 
the 1975 cult film, is now using a 
motorized wheelchair following 
a stroke — and still SMOKING! 

Incredibly, he had a killer pack 
of cigarettes on his chair when 
he wheeled out of his Beverly 
Hills doctor’s office Oct. 14. 

“Tim must have a 
death wish,” says a 
friend. “Why else would 
he continue smoking? 

“Everyone knows 
cigarettes can kill you 
— even if you’ve never 
suffered a stroke.” 

Dr. Stuart Fischer tells
